Dear Honorable Members of the Instructional Quality Commission 

1. We would like to ask you to consider adding one sentence to the 
Framework about the development of South Korea over the last 60 years. 

2. Out of 80 countries in the world which were decolonized after WWII, 
South Korea is the only one that achieved both democracy and economic 
development equal to the average level of the European Union countries; as 
such, it has become a vital model for developing countries in the world. 

Regarding the democracy level, the 2015 Democracy Index (Dl) issued by EIU 
(Economist Intelligence Units) shows that the overall Dl score of South Korea (7.97) 
is the same as the average score (7.97) of 28 European Union countries. (Details of 
Dl score of Asian countries and EU countries: attachment 1) 

South Korea ranks the 22 nd among 167 countries and is the highest among Asian 
countries (rank: Japan 23, Taiwan 31, India 35). The U.S. ranks the 20 th . 

Regarding economic development, the 2015 GDP per capita issued by IMF shows 
that the GDP per capita of South Korea ($27,195) is similar to that of the average of 
the 28 EU countries ($29,880). (Details of GDP per capita of Asian countries and the 
EU countries: attachment 2) 

GDP per capita of South Korea in terms of Purchasing Power Parity ($36,511) is equal to 
that of the average EU member countries ($37,142). 

3. The U.S. contributed greatly to the development of South Korea by 
participating in the Korean War in the early 1950’s and thereafter 
strengthening political and economic ties with it. This remarkable 
development of South Korea also demonstrates the strength of the 
democracy and market economy system that the U.S. upholds. 

4. This topic is not totally a new issue. The draft of Chapter 17 of Grade 
12(Principles of American Democracy) already mentions 12 countries 
including South Korea that overthrew tyrannical governments and 
established democratic governments. 

5. Therefore, it would be highly appreciated if you would consider adding 
a development story of South Korea after the above sentence. The 
following sentence can be an example. 

<Among those countries, South Korea is unique for achieving in a short 
period of time a high level of democracy and economic developments 



6. We know the above request is rather too late. However, please, 
consider that the development of South Korea is unprecedented in the 
world history. I believe that the success story of South Korea is also the 
success story of the U.S value, i.e. democracy and market economy. 

7. In addition, students and teachers in California can learn several 
important lessons from the development story of South Korea as follows: 

Firstly, students will learn that the fate of a country depends on the 
attitude of its people, as In spite of the difficulties such as a small 
territory, scarce natural resources and frequent invasions by neighboring 
countries, South Korea overcame all the challenges through 
perseverance and patience. 

Secondly, students will learn from the case of Korea that democracy and 
market economy system prevails over communism and controlled 
economy by comparing South Korea and North Korea which were divided 
just 70 years ago. 

Thirdly, teachers will be able to reinforce the importance of education by 
teaching that education has been a main locomotive to the democracy 
and economic development of South Korea, as a dictatorship cannot 
prevail in a society with highly educated people and education has 
produced high quality of labor forces in South Korea. 

Fourthly, the understanding of Californian students about South Korea 
will be especially important, as the relations between California and South 
Korea are getting closer and closer. South Korea is the 6 th largest importer 
($8.6 billion per year) from California, a larger importer than the U.K. and 
France. (Details of Trading Volume of California: attachment 3) Approximately half 
million of Koreans and Korean Americans live in California, 

8. I would like to confirm that the contents of paragraph 2 above are 
based on objective statistical data, which are enclosed.

Therefore, these figures should be used with caution CJDP per capita is often considered an 
indicator of a country's standard of living; 1311 ’ 1 although this con be problematic because 
GDP per capita is not a measure of personal income. 

Comparisons of national income are oho frequently made on the baus of purchasing power 
parity (PPP), to adjust for differences in the coat of living in different countries (See List 
of countres by GDP (PPP) per capita ) PPP largely removes the exchange rate problem, 
but has its own drawbacks, it does not reflect the value of economic output in international 
trade, aod it also requires more estimation than GDP per capita. On the whole, PPP per 
capita figures are more narrowly spread than nominal GDP per capita figures.

Comparisons of national wealth are frequently made on the basis of nominal GDP and savings (not just income), which 
do not reflect differences in the cost of living in different countries ( See List of countries by GDP (nominal) per capita); 
hence, using a PPP basis is arguably more useful when comparing generalized differences in living standards between 
nations because PPP takes into account the relative cost ofliving and the inflation rates of the countries, rather than using 
only exchange rates, which may distort the real differences in income. This is why GDP (PPP) per capita is often 

considered one of the indicators of a country’s standard of living,^* 3 * although this can be problematic because GDP per 
capita is not a measure of personal income. (See Standard ofliving and GDP) 


Several economies, which arc not considered to be sovereign states (i.e. the world and dependent territories), are included 
in the list because they appear in the sources. These economies are not ranked in the following tables, but are listed in 
sequence for comparison. Non-sovereign entities, former countries or other special groupings are marked in italics.
